The effects are at­ 
tributed in this treatment to sulphur 
oxide from electrolytic decomposition 
instead of the direct action of the 
electric current itself. 
A thick layer 
of absorbent tissue saturated with a 5 
per cent solution of the sodium hypo­ 
sulphite was covered over a piece of 
tin as the negative electrode, which 
■was piaeed on the rear of the thigh 
over the sciatic nerve. 
The positive 
pole, wet with water, was put in con­ 
tact with the calf of the leg. 
The pa­ 
tient had been unable to use his legp 
for ten months, but after ten sittings 
of forty minutes he could walk a mile 
and recovery seem s to have been com 
plete.

thing like the prices which most peo­ 
ple are willing to pay. 
.Many coun­ 
tries, indeed, place such restrictions 
on wig-makers, owing to hygienic rea­ 
sons, that natural hair is becoming 
more and more rare. 
in c<rtain parts of France the ex­ 
pedient 
was resorted to of making 
w igs from c ertain fibrinous 
plants; 
especially was this done with those 
which have served to furnish mate­ 
rial for rugs and blankets. 
By split­ 
ting the fibers very fine and treating 
them chem ically, it was possible to 
make artificial iiair, but the labor in-

were almost prohibitive.

found possible to utilize spun crystal 
for the purpose, reducing it to any 
shade which may be desired and to 
any degree of finenes.
